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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


AMENDMENT OF LONDON BUILDING ACT. 


HE London Building Acts (Amendment) -Act, 1939, 
received the Royal Assent on August 4. In this 
issue (page 271), Mr. H. Berry, Chairman of the Town 
Planning and Building Regulation Committee, L.C.C., 
gives some account of the new powers which it 
confers on the County Council. It will be seen 
that these are of considerable importance and add 
to existing safeguards as well as further facilitating 
convenient building. One notable change brought 
about by the new Act is that the District Surveyors 
become officers of the Council,’ though rightly they 
continue to be located in districts, and are not concen- 
trated at County Hall. The Act also embodies a right 
of appeal from their decisions. 

No small share of the credit for the progressive 
character of the new Act must be accorded to Mr. 
Berry, who, himself a civil engineer of wide experience, 
has brought intimate technical knowledge and a broad- 
minded outlook to the consideration of its provisions. 


HOUSING CONDITIONS IN THE WEST INDIES. 


HE Report on “ Labour Conditions in the West 
Indies,” the result of an investigation undertaken 
at the request of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
makes reading which gives little cause for satisfaction. 
While the whole economic situation in the islands is 
carefully reviewed, the relationship of health to hous- 
ing merits special attention. ‘‘Deplorably bad”’ is the 
description given to the standard of housing, the 
worst aspects being overcrowding. While this varies 
considerably in intensity, the Report instances cases 
in Kingston, Jamaica, where two or three adults and 
several children are accommodated in rooms of 12 ft. 
or 10 ft. square. Tuberculosis and other diseases 
are prevalent. 

It is obvious that there is an urgent need for reform ; 
this has been recognised both by Colonial Governments 
and by private individuals and something has been 
done, though shortage of funds, in face of the immensity 
of the task, now render progress slow. High in the 
list of reforms come better housing conditions. The 
problem in the West Indies in regard to rehousing differs 
only in intensity from that met with in many English 
cities—namely, that slum-clearance cannot be carried 
out in the average town on the basis of economic 
return. Such, at any rate, is the opinion of Major 
G. St. J. Orde Browne, who has undertaken the pre- 
paration of the Report, and for that reason the value 
of the slum-clearance schemes which are to be found 
in most towns are restricted in their value to the com- 
munity. 

This Report and its implications must not beallowed 
to be forgotten. As slum-clearance and rehousing 
and rearmament building in Great Britain comes to 
an end, there will become available no inconsiderable 
part of the British building machine, whose resources 
in the shape of designers, builders, operatives and 
materials manufacturers could, with the aid of cheap 
money, be brought to bear upon this problem of securing 
decent living conditions not only in the West Indies, 
but in other parts of the Empire, notably West Africa. 

The raising of funds at small rates of interest is an 
essential to the scheme; this should not be beyond the 
power of the Government. We have previcusly re- 


ferred to a proposal that the funds of any “pool” 
which might accumulate, following the establishment of 
a war risks insurance scheme for Great Britain, could 
be invested in such work, thus giving the advantages 
of work for the British building industry and the 
spreading of risk. We shall hope to see this suggestion 
considered by the recently appointed Committee. 





FEDERATION OR ELIMINATION? 


CORRESPONDENT, calling attention in our pages 

recently to the multiplicity of professional or- 
ganisations associated with the industry of building, 
suggested that a Royal Commission might be appointed 
to inquire into the matter with a view to forming a 
federation of such bodies so as to “ re-orientate the 
duties of overlapping societies.’ Another correspon- 
dent, in a letter which we publish this week, enlarges 
the scope of the discussion. He points out that there 
are more than 300 bodies connected with building and 
constructional work, and rather ruthlessly suggests 
that there is “a good case not for ‘ federating’ all 
these bodies but for scrapping all or most of them.” 

Desirable as this course may appear to be in theory, 
the matter is by no means as simple as it looks. How 
is it possible to discover the exact effect of any particular 
body’s activities? It is clearly impossible to do so. 
In any course of ruthless scrapping, therefore, we run 
the risk of killing a number of golden-egg-laying geese, 
unless it be a fact that all propaganda activity is in- 
evitably waste, about which there is at least room for 
more than one opinion. 

The raison detre of many institutions is, of course, 
beyond question. What is clearly required in some 
cases, however (and here we agree entirely with our 
correspondent), is not federation but elimination, to 
which, of course, any self-respecting institution would 
be bound to object. And how should such elimination 
be achieved? Royal Commissions have a_ well- 
established reputation for sitting for many years and 
of ultimately making impracticable recommendaiions 
which are quickly forgotten. Spare us from a Royal 
Commission! Only a dictator could clear up what one 
of our correspondents has aptly described as ‘‘ the chaos 
of existing institutions.” 


THE MEDIAEVAL RAILWAY STATION. 
HE news that the residents of Pinner have petitioned 
London Transport to see that the new station 
buildings proposed shall conform to the medizval 
character of this Middlesex village may be taken to 
indicate that the architectural battle of Ancient versus 
Modern is not yet ended. 

While the armoury of both protagonists is well stocked 
with ammunition, we think that the issue essentially 
resolves itself into one of Sentiment versus Logic. 
Those in the first camp are opposed to the intrusion of 
what they regard as an alien style of architecture, 
though here it should be pointed out that successive 
additions to Pinner, as to every English village, have 
been regarded in all probability as alien. The logicians, 
of course, will suggest that if the new station is to be in 
“ye olde” style, then the trains should be built to 
represent mail coaches with porters and drivers heavily 
disguised as Dickensian coachmen. The _logicians 
might even claim with justice that if Pinner objects to 
a modern form of transport clothing itself in contem- 
porary dress, then those of its inhabitants who now use 
the railway should in future come to town in appropriate 
dress, riding nags, “ boneshakers ” and velocipedes. 

The saddest part of this affair is the obvious distrust 
of architects and their works—a distrust that, in our 
opinion, is without real foundation. People are apt to 
ask that buildings should be in harmony when what 
they really mean is that they wish them to be in unison. 
Yet harmony—the union of different sounds to form a 
whole which pleases the ear—is as essentiallya part of 
architecture as it is of music. Mere repetition of a past 
idiom must result inevitably in dullaess, but a building 
which is contemporary in style and serves a contem- 
porary purpose can only add interest to an existing scene.

The Fens and 
Flood Protection. 

A scHEeME for the protection of East 
Anglia’s fenlands from the threat of 
Hoods has been put forward by Sir Mur- 
doch MacDonald, who was consulted by 
the Ministry of Agriculture and by the 
Great Ouse Catchment Board last April. 
His proposal is that a big watercourse 
should be driven from Cambridge to 
King’s Lynn and the Wash, on the lee 
side of the southern high grounds of 
gravel and silt which run eastward by 
Newmarket, Mildenhall, Brandon, Down- 
nam Market, and so to the sea. This 
would create a passage canal for 40 miles 
or more following the contour of the 
countryside into which the tributaries of 
the Great Ouse could be diverted in 
times. of flood. 

The cost of this scheme is estimated at 
£2,500,000, but alternatives are being con- 
sidered whereby the starting-point might 
be lower down in the Cam at Bottisham 
Lock, or even lower. This might result 
in a reduction of £1,000,000 in the 
estimate. 


Ulster Architecture Medal: 
A Belfast Award. 

Mr. R. H. Grsson, F.R.I.B.A., a mem- 
der of the Royal Society of Ulster Archi- 
tects, has been awarded the R.I.B.A. 
Ulster Architecture Medal for St. Jude’s 
Church House, Ravenhill-road, Belfast. 
A replica has been presented to the rector 
of the parish. The medal is awarded 
every three years. 
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New Stations at Pinner: 
** Medizval Design ’” Requested. 


A PETITION has been forwarded to the 
London Passenger Transport Board by 
Pinner residents asking that. railway 
station buildings proposed in the village 
should conform to the medieval character 
of the surrounding buildings. 


Elizabethan Culverts 
in Chelsea. 


A systTEM of culverts, probably of Eliza- 
bethan date, has been disclosed during 
excavations for an air raid shelter in the 
garden of 96, Cheyne Walk. The main 
drain rises about 18 in. above the pro- 
posed floor level of the shelter, and it is 
hoped that it may be left as a long 
middle seat, on which the occupants will 
sit back to back. One of several branch 
drains leads under the cellar of 94, 
Cheyne Walk, and will probably be used 
as the emergency exit it is intended to 
make to that house. About 70 ft. of the 
main drain, which lies 6 ft. below the 
surface, is to be seen. It is an arched 
tunnel of brick, said to be in good con- 
dition, 3 ft. 6 in. high, and runs under 
Cheyne Walk towards the river. 


Welsh Housing and 
Good — 

Mr. W. Purcuon, M.A., F.R.1.B.A., 
writing in gre Western Mail last week, 
drew attention to the recent announce- 
ment of the Minister of Health that the 
number of new houses required in Wales 
was from 4,000 to 5,000 in rural areas and 
about 9,000 in urban areas. In his in- 
teresting article he emphasised the need

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for the employment of skilled architec- 
tural advice to secure both good layout 
and design, and also the most economical 
and effective planning. * The issue,” 
says Mr. Purchon, “is this: Will Wales 
merely add 15,000 more houses to those 
it already possesses or can a scheme be 
prepared and carried out which would 
raise the standard of housing in the Prin- 
cipality, and be a memorable event in its 
history ? ” 


R.1.B.A. Students 
and the Military Training Act. 

Tue R.I.B.A, Council have decided that 
contributions of Students R.I.B.A. shall 
be remitted during the period of service 
under the Military Training Act. It will 
be necessary for a student who has been 
or is about to be called up for military 
service under the Act to make formal 
application for the remission of his con- 
tribution. The application should be ac- 
companied by his calling-up notice or 
similar: evidence. In the event of a 
student called up under the Act having 
already paid his contribution for the cur- 
rent year, this will not be refunded but 
credited to him as his contribution for the 
following year. 


Finsbury Deep Shelters : 
Two Further Schemes Proposed. 

Two further schemes for deep bomb- 
proof shelters, each estimated to cost 
£100,000, were presented to a special meet- 
ing of Finsbury Borough Council on 
Monday night. The Town Clerk had con- 
ducted preliminary negotiations with a 
view to the construction of shelters in 
Banner-street and King’s-square on simi- 
lar lines to that proposed at the Busaco-

THE LONDON BUILDERS’ CONFERENCE 


REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE OF ARCHITECTS AND QUANTITY 
SURVEYORS. 


THE current issue of the Journal of the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution contains 
the following report on the London 
Builders’ Conference :— 

The Joint Committee of Architects and 
Quantity Surveyors have had under con- 
sideration for some time the matter of the 
London Builders’ Conference and have 
received reports from the R.I.B.A. Practice 
Committee and from the Quantity Sur- 
veyors’ Committee of the Chartered Sur- 
veyors’ Institution, as a result of which 
correspondence has passed between the 
Joint Committee and Sir Alfred Hurst, 
the independent chairman of the London 
Builders’ Conference. 

The Chairman of the Joint Committee 
and the Chairman of the R.I.B.A. Prac- 
tice Committee have also met Sir Alfred 
Hurst and discussed the matter at some 
length. 

It is stated that the main object of the 
London Builders’ Conference is to elim- 
inate unfair price-cutting, and it is there- 
fore suggested that this attempt to 
improve the standard of the building in- 
dustry requires the co-operation of the 
professions concerned. 

The Joint Committee consider that the 
majority of the evils of price-cutting arise 
largely from competition between firms of 
builders whose standards of workmanship, 
financial stability and general standing in 
the industry are widely different. They 
feel that it often lies within the power 
of architects—and it is indeed already the 
practice of many architects—to advise 
their clients to restrict the invitations to 
tender to firms of builders in the same 
class, judged by these standards. 

After due consideration the Joint Com- 
mittee have come to the conclusion that 
in the interests of the building owner they 
cannot approve of the operations of the 
London Builders’ Conference, which have 


the effect of adding an amount to the con- 
tract price for which the building owner 
receives no visible or tangible return. 

The Councils of the R.I.B.A. and the 

Chartered Surveyors’ Institution have 
approved the recommendation of the Joint 
Committee that a note should be pub- 
lished in the Journals of both bodies in- 
forming members— 

(a) That they should advise their clients 
of the advantages of limiting invita- 
tions to tender to a _ reasonable 
number ; 

(6) That they should classify contractors 
according to standards of workman- 
ship and general standing in the in- 
dustry and invite only those in the 
same class to tender for a job suitable 
to that particular class; and 

(c) That the Councils of the R.I.B.A. 
and Chartered Surveyors’ Institution 
are unable to register approval of the 
operations of the London Builders’ 
Conference. 


The Gordon Aisle, 
Dalry, Galloway. 

An interesting relic of pre-Reformation 
days has been restored at Dalry, Gallo- 
way, in the ancient Gordon Aisle, which 
adjoins the Parish Church. The aisle 
was erected by Sir James Gordon, of Earls- 
ton, Kenmure and Lochnivar, in 1546, Sir 
James being killed at the Battle of Pinkie 
the following year. Twenty Gordons are 
buried in the vaults underneath. The 
grille of the aisle is regarded as one of the 
oldest existing in Scotland. The renova- 
tion work has embraced the repair of the 
walls, the laying of a new floor with local 
stone, and the erection of a handsome 
wrought-iron gate. This bears the Gordon 
ivy-leaf crest, and on each panel there 
is an ivy-leaf of individual mould. 





August 14.—I took a journey recently 
which extended as far as Wakefield in 
Yorkshire and back to London. I know 
Yorkshire intimately and dislike parts of 
it intensely. There is the dreary Great 
North Road, neither so wide nor so broad 
as the road to Coventry, which ends in a 
similar scene. It is narrow practically 
the whole way, and the pleasant country 
through which it passes is cancelled by 
that constant heavy lorry traffic which 
turns my day (and much more my night), 
as a motorist into a miserable state of 
constantly having to drive into the kerb 
to allow of easy access for these 10-ton 
lorries and their frequent trailers.* 


% * * 


Allowing, then, for these handicaps, the 
journey north is tolerable until such time 
as one reaches Doncaster. Even at this 
late stage it is possible to avoid the worst 
by veering to the east and passing on to 
York and the east coast of Yorkshire; but 
to do otherwise brings one immediately 
into the mining districts of Barnsley, 
Wombwell and Wath—strange places that 
strike a chill into any but the most un- 
enlightened, the sort of person who would 
approve a castellated villa in a London 
suburb. 

* % * 

A surveyor of this district once told me 
that the state of the property was beyond 
his control. The roads were frequently 
unfinished, the surfaces consisting of the 
earth beaten down by wheeled traffic; and 
the miners had an incurable habit of 
tearing down any wood (balusters, doors, 
w.c. seats and the like) for firewood. 
They kept the bath for coal, and in every 
way this tidy-minded surveyor was 
thwarted (by collective resistance) in his 
attempt to keep order. 

* * * 


I am afraid that I cannot look upon 
Yorkshire in an objective way—my whole 
aim is towards accomplishing anything 
that has made the trip necessary as 
quickly as is politely possible and moving 
south at once. I used to spend a great 
deal of my time at a house known as the 
High Hall in Steeton, which lies to the 
north-west of the industrial section of 
the West Riding and on the verge of.some 
fine country which starts at Skipten and 
continues north until the Lake District 
is reached. Within that part of the coun- 
try are such places as Malham and the 
Bronté country which surrounds 
Haworth; but the general atmosphere is 
one of a grim survival which I cannot 
regard as being the most beneficial en- 
vironment for a happy existence. The 
North Riding—which includes Richmond 
—is softer, and the East Riding, from 
York to the East Coast, is delightful—it 
is that-vast area of the grey which seems 
to cling to the Pennine range of hills that 
strikes melancholy into me; quite apart 
from the ghastly industrial areas which 
are, I suppose, no worse than Coventry 
or Newcastle, the Black Country or the 
South Wales valleys.

Whatever it is, on this occasion I 
turned my back on Yorkshire at 11.30 p.m., 
and drove south past Doncaster and 
to the Bell Hotel on Barnby Moor before 
I felt happy to retire to bed; and the next 





*For two years I have »yromised myself the pleasure 
of a map that was published about that time ago, called 
the ‘‘ Quiet Ways’’ map, which consisted of a normal 
map over which was drawn a piece of transparent 
material marked with green lines. These lines, super- 
imposed on the map, showed the direct roads from one 
point to another, but avoiding the main trunk roads; 
and that, I have come to the conclusion, is the ideal 
way f travelling over England by road. 
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morning I awoke in perfectly open and 
pleasant country, with no more industry 
between ourselves and London. 


I decided to return via a different 
route; and, because I wanted to see a 
job of mine outside Nottingham, I chose 
to go via this town, Leicester, Market 
Harborough, Northampton, Dunstable 
and St. Albans. I mention this route in 
detail because it is an ideal way to travel 
south by road and is not (perceptibly) a 
longer journey. For the most part, it is 
that rather mellow English countryside, 
with the relics of what looks like Sher- 
wood Forest north of Nottingham and the 
hunting and _ agricultural counties 
between Leicester and Dunstable. 

x * * 

The Nottingham halt thrilled me a 
great deal, for I must confess to having 
designed a house there that I had never 
previously set eyes on. 


The surrounding houses had _ been 
erected during the past year, and were 
nasty, to say the least. I find it difficult 
to define the sensation in words, but, in 
this design, I had aimed to create a defi- 
nite sculptural effect, and (although not 
built in what I believe is called the ver- 
nacular) to achieve a harmony between 
the building and the ground on which it 
rested. 

The red-roofed houses which  sur- 
rounded it had no coherence of form, nor 
did they express a sound function per- 
formed with a certain degree of gracious- 
ness. Just beyond was a house which 
was different and had gone out to use a 
contemporary idiom in architectural de- 
sign, but even this failed to recognise the 
value of form and fell into the category 
of the _ biscuit-box ‘“‘modern” 50 
thoroughly disliked by the lay public 
and, to me, not surprisingly. Near by is 
the factory which Str Owen WILLIAMs did 
for Boots, and it is a fine example of 
industrial design. f 

It is a strange thing how modern design 
has not yet produced a modern set of 
esthetics. I would recommend to all 
architects that they read MARGARET 
Butiey’s book called “‘ Art and Under- 
standing,’ which Batsfords published a 
year or two ago. It clears up quite effec- 
tively the myth of function in terms of 
esthetics, machines in terms of art, and 
children’s drawings in terms of artistic 
experience. And talking of children’s 
drawings—a neighbour of my client’s was 
JANKO LAVRIN, who married the sister of 
MAXWELL Fry. 

They have two children, who have been 
brought up in the freest way possible, 
and a piano is not to them a musical 
instrument so much as a_ delightful 
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vehicle for the use of a hammer. Nora 
LavVRIN is a competent artist, and one of 
the children has begun to turn out the 
most remarkably fine drawings.

Another incident on this slight journey 
was to call on JoHN FoTHERGILL at the 
Three Swans Hotel in Market Har- 
borough. You may or may not remem- 
ber him as the famous landlord of the 
Spread Eagle at Thame, and possibly as 
the author of three books on innkeeping.t 
He used to make rose-petal jam and 
throw dukes that he did not like out of 
his hotel, so you have a vague clue to 
the sort of man he is. Whatever you may 
think of him or his writings, he has one 
of the most pleasant hotels in this coun- 
try, and at the back is a garden which 
he may or may not show you, but which 
wontains a rather chaotic profusion of 
uncommon flowers; and if I learned 
nothing more from him than the ex- 
quisite scent of certain flowers, then my 
visit was well worth while. 

In the men’s room of the hotel was a 
pleasant sheet of lettering, the contents 
of which echo what has been in my 
mind; it is the first three paragraphs of 
the first volume of John Ruskin’s 
“Stones of Venice,’ published in 1898, 
forecasting vividly the approaching truth 
about civilisation :— 

‘* Since first the dominion of men was 
asserted over the ocean, three thrones, of 
mark beyond all others, have been set upon 
its sands: the thrones of Tyre, Venice and 
England. Of the first of these great powers 
only the memory remains; of the second, the 
ruin; the third, which inherits their great- 
ness, if it forget their example, may be !ed 
through prouder eminence to less _ pitied 
destruction. 

‘““ The exaltation, the sin, and the punish- 
ment of Tyre have been recorded for us, in 
perhaps the most touching words ever uttered 
by the Prophets of Israel against the cities of 
the stranger. But we read them as a lovely 
song; and close our ears to the sternness of 
their warning: for the very depth of the 
Fall of Tyre has blinded us to its reality, and 
we forget, as we watch the bleaching of the 
rocks between the sunshine and the sea, that 
they were once ‘as in Eden, the garden of 
God.’ 

“* Her successor, like her in perfection of 
beauty, though less in endurance of dominion, 
is still left for our beholding in the final 
period of her decline : a ghost upon the sands 
of the sea, so weak--so quiet—so bereft of 
all but her loveliness, that we might well 
doubt, as we watched her faint reflection in 
the mirage of the lagoon, which was the City, 
and which the Shadow.”’

In fact, I enjoyed myself immensely; 
and although the visit to see a client took 
two days by car instead of a rather con- 
centrated one by train, it. will come in 
my own mind under the heading of those 
things the architect can allow himself 
when visiting jobs. The constant 
business-like rush is really a myth in 
terms of efficiency , and certainly in 
terms of architectural thought. I once 
recommended that the busy architect 
spend at regular intervals one day in bed. 
reading and thinking. I now recommend 
that he visit his jobs more leisurely and 
meditate during his journey on what kind 


of country he is living in.

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THE LONDON BUILDING ACTS 
(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1939

Reavers of The Builder will have seen 
and, it is hoped, profited by the series of 
very informative articles on the L.C.C. 
By-Laws by C. Roland Woods and Alfred 
H. Barnes, and these constitute a valuable 
commentary on and exposition of them. 
These by-laws dealing with general build- 
ing construction and timber were issued 
under the powers contained in the London 
Building Act (Amendment) Act, 1935, 
which was the first of the legislative 
attempts to amend the London Building 
Act, 1930. 

In passing, it should be mentioned that 
the production of the by-laws themselves 
is not the only action the Council has 
taken in this direction, for provision has 
been made for their revision in 1941 in the 
light of experience gained, and for a regu- 
lar quinquennial revision to be made 
thereafter. In addition, Codes of Practice 
have been produced for are welding, oxy- 
acetylene welding, broad flanged beams 
and for fire encasement of structural 
members. 


The ‘‘ Dead Hand” of 1930. 

Until the issue of the by-laws, London 
building had laboured under the handicap 
of the dead hand contained in the Act of 
1930, and, but for a generous use of the 
L.C.C. “‘ power of waiver,” the handicap 
might have been greater. The reason for 
this handicap was not far to seek, as the 
Act of 1930 was merely a consolidating 
Act, which embodied many of the pro- 
visions contained in earlier Acts. The 
L.C.C. Steel Code itself could not have 
been used except for the power of waiver. 

Small wonder is it that a representative 
committee, led by the late Lord Ebury and 
Mr. Maurice Webb, railed in season and 
out against the state of affairs that then 
prevailed. Some of their statements may 
have been overdrawn, but their agitation 
has borne fruit. The first-fruits were the 
Act of 1935 and the by-laws arising from 
that Act. To the trade, these may be, 
and doubtless are “ rich, ripe and refresh- 
ing,” but the present. writer may be for- 
given if he mentions that never again does 
he want to undergo the long drawn-out 
trials that were his portion during the 
preparation and launching of the by-laws. 

With these safely in operation it be- 
came necessary to deal with the rest of 
the Act of 1930. In the public interest, it 
was decided to leave Parts II, III and V 
until the Town Plan for London had taken 
full shape, the reason being that the 
matters governed by these parts were so 
closely inter-related with matters under 
Town Planning Administration. Action 
taken at that stage might have given rise 
to the idea that the L.C.C. was trying to 
get these matters settled under Parlia- 


mentary procedure, thus depriving owners . 


and others of their rights under town 
planning inquiry procedure. 

Let there be no misunderstanding: 
these parts will be suitably amended after 
the town plan is settled, and they and the 
Acts of 1935 and 1939 combined in one 
great comprehensive whole. 

The Londen Building Acts (Amendment) 
Act, 1939, which received the Royal Assent 
on August 4, was introduced into the 1938- 
39 session of Parliament, and except for 
the parts to which reference has just been 
made deals with the whole of the outstand- 
ing matter of the Act of 1930. Those who 
have read the Report of the Building Acts 
Advisory Committee (1931-35) will remem- 


ber that that committee (born of the 
Ebury-Webb committee’s agitation) made 
a large number of recommendations for 
dealing with the Act of 1930. Every one of 
these recommendations has been very 
carefully considered, and in many cases 
they have been adopted either wholly or 
in part. In addition, a number of matters 
which have arisen since their report have 
also been considered. 

One of the latter is the question of con- 
trol of lifts, hoists and escalators in build- 
ings other than factories. In the latter, 
plant of this type has been under the con- 
trol of the Home Office acting through 
Factory Inspectors and governed by 
Statute in the Factory Acts. Rightly, this 
control was strengthened in the last 
Factory Act. It is, therefore, somewhat 
Gilbertian that, until the passing of the 
1939 Act, there has been no control, 
except for fire prevention purposes, over 
such plant in warehouses, offices and 
blocks of flats, and yet such has been the 
case. 

Under the new Act the London County 
Council is empowered to make by-laws 
to govern plant of this character. Exist- 
ing lifts, ete., will come under the pro- 
visions in the same way as those to be 
installed after the coming into force of the 
Act, ‘although it tis anticipated that a 
reasonable time will be given to bring 
them into line. It is hoped that the com- 
ing into force of the new by-laws, which 
are in course of preparation, will do much 
to prevent the already too lengthy accident 
roll arising from this .cause being made 
longer. 

Bazaars have, for some time past, given 
cause for anxiety, and power is given for 
their control by by-laws. These will be 
discussed with the responsible trade 
organisation, and others, and if possible 
an agreed code will be made. In any case 
the procedure under the 1935 Act will be 
pursued, which amply safeguards all in- 
terested persons. 


Construction of Public Buildings. 

Power is also given for by-laws to be 
made governing the construction of pub- 
lic buildings. Architects and the build- 
ing public will then have the advantage 
of having a code to guide them in the 
design and construction of these buildings. 
Furthermore, such a code will ensure a 
more uniform standard in this direction. 

One of the most interesting and intrigu- 
ing parts of the Advisory Committee’s 
Report is that dealing with Fire-Grading 
of Buildings. At this time of day it will 
be revealing no secret to say that this sec- 
tion of the report owes much to the labours 
of Mr. Bertram L. Hurst, the vice-chair- 
man of that committee. This eminent 
consulting engineer has just been ap- 
pointed chairman of a committee on this 
subject recently established by the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research. 
This in itself is a happy augury for the 
success of the new powers given to the 
L.C.C. under the new Act, whereby by-laws 
may be made for the purpose of fire-grad- 
ing buildings. 

It is understood that Mr. Hurst’s com- 
mittee will move with more than usual 
speed and the co-operation in recent years 
that has marked relations between D.S.I.R. 
and the L.C.C. should result in the new 
by-laws, when produced, setting a 
standard that will meet with general 
approval.

In their report, the Advisory Committee 
also dealt with the position of district 
surveyors. The spirit of their proposals 
with regard to examination has been em- 
bodied in the new Act, for the Council is 
empowered to set up an Examination 
Board consisting of representatives of the 
Council, the R.I.B.A., and “such other 
bodies as the Council may deem fit.”” This 
is a departure from the present system, 
where the Council and the R.I.B.A. may 
separately hold examinations for candi- 
dates seeking the district surveyor’s certi- 
ficate, and will do away with a dual 
system. 


Status of District Surveyors. 

On the question of status of district sur- 
veyors, the Advisory Committee were 
somewhat guarded. They stated that they 
were not satisfied that a case had been 
made out for them to become officers of 
the Council, although they qualified this 
with remarks on new functions arising out 
of town planning. As a result of pro- 
longed and very friendly discussion be- 
tween the district surveyors and the 
Council, an agreement was reached for 
them to become officers of the Council, 
and this agreement is embodied in the new 
Act. 

The Advisory Committee did, however, 
lay down certain very salutary conditions 
which should be contained in any schemes 
governing the district surveyors. The first 
of these was that their discretion should 
not be weakened — in other words, that 
their status in the eyes of the public 
should be preserved; the second, that they 
should be in a position to give those quick 
decisions so vital to the building trade; 
the third, that there should be a right of 
appeal from their decisions; and the 
fourth, that they should continue to be 
located in districts and not centralised 
at County Hall. 

The third of these principles has been 
embodied in the Act, and an appeal! to the 
Council lies with regard to a number of 
matters. There is no intention of doing 
anything other than what is embodied in 
the rest of their recommendations. 

There are advantages to the public, the 
district surveyors themselves and the 
Council in the new orientation of the dis- 
trict surveyors as officers of the Council, 
provided, of course, the principles to 
which reference is made in the last para- 
graph are carried into effect. While their 
history has been one of service to London, 
and while their influence has been great, 
there is no reason to fear that their future 
will not be of equal service, nor that their 
influence for the public good will be 
diminished. 

The Tribunal of Appeal is to be recon- 
stituted with an enlarged personnel. This 
is to consist of six persons, one being 
nominated by the Secretary of State, and 
one by each of the following bodies :—The 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, the In- 
stitution of Civil Engineers, the Institu- 
tion of Structural Engineers, and the 
London Master Builders’ Association. 

The inclusion of the Institution of Struc- 
tural Engineers is a mark of the growing 
influence of that body and the place it 
has already taken in structural matters. 
That of the London Master Builders is 
indicative of the interest they have in 
maintaining the standard of good building. 

The person nominated by the Secretary 


. of State is to be a barrister or solicitor, 


is to preside at all meetings of the tri- 
bunal, and, like all members, is to hold 
office for three years. The tribunal, while 
essentially an independent body, will hold 
its meetings at County Hall, and all its 
expenses will be borne by the L.C.C. 
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While it is hoped that there will be no 
cause for many appeals, it is expected that 
the new body will function in such a 
speedy and effective manner that all 
appeals will be settled in a minimum of 
time. Unless there are no appeals to be 
heard, it is provided in the Act that the 
tribunal shall sit at least once a month. 
Its decisions are to have the same effect 
as an Order of the High Court, and are 
to be enforced by that Court. 

The much to-be-deplored congestion in 
London streets would be lightened if the 
American practice of providing subways 
between business premises and railways, 
underground railways, public subways and 
parking places were followed. In addition 
to the mitigation of congestion it would 
add to the convenience of hundreds of 
workers and others using offices and 
places of business. Provision is made in 
the Act whereby this may be done with 
the consent of the Council. To a very 
limited extent this has already been done, 
and the connection of Swan and Edgar’s 
premises with the subway at Piccadilly 
Circus has not produced the dire results 
that certain people prophesied. Provided 
due safeguards against fire risks are 
made, there is no reason why similar 
action should not be taken in other places. 


Rights of Entry to Buildings. 


The right of the Council, the Common 
Council and the Council of any Metropoli- 
tan Borough to authorise officers to enter 
upon buildings for a variety of purposes 
under the Act is re-enacted and strength- 
ened. It is, however, qualified by the 
addition of a sub-clause which provides for 
a penalty up to £100 or two months’ im- 
prisonment should any person so em- 
powered disclose any information obtained 
with regard to any manufacturing process 
or trade secret which may come to his 
notice. While there is no reason to sup- 
pose that any such disclosure has heen 
made in time past, it is not unreasonable 
that such a provision should be made to 
prevent possible abuse in the future. 

The Council’s “power of waiver,’’ which 
has proved such a benefit to London in 
time past, is preserved throughout the 
Act. Theoretically, this is open to criti- 
cism, but the fact that it has been used 
reasonably in time past is a good argu- 
ment for its continuance. 

In: passing, it should be noted that in 
many respects the penalties for contra- 
vention of the various provisions of the 
Act have been stiffened. These penalties 
have no terrors for law-abiding citizens 
who conform, but there is no reason at all 
why those who act in contravention of an 
Act of Parliament for the encouragement 
of good building should not be duly 
mulcted for their sins. 

It is hoped that the Act of 1939 will take 
a not unworthy place in the series of Acts 
of Parliament and other regulations that, 
from time to time, have sought to govern 
and control London building. It has not 
been produced in any grandmotherly 
sense, but rather as a serious contribution 
to the modernisation of the laws govern- 
ing an industry that fills so large a place 
in ‘London, and as an influence for the pro- 
duction of good building.

A Federation of Professions. 
To THE Epitor or The Builder. 

S1r,—I see a practical difficulty in the 
proposal to form a federation of the exist- 
ing institutions, institutes, federations, 
associations, societies, and what-not into 
which different sections of the profes- 
sions and trades connected with building 
have banded themselves for defensive or 
aggressive reasons. It is in their number. 


I read recently that there are more than 
300 of these bodies connected with build- 
ing and constructional work. I have 
myself counted more than a hundred, so 
the total may not be tar off the mark. 
Each of these has its council, its secre- 
tary and staff, ranging from one typist 
to as many as 70 in one case I know, and 
maybe more in others. 

If these are all “‘ federated,” is there a 
building in the country large enough to 
house all the staffs? And if the idea is 
to rationalise the “‘ association industry,” 
how shall we cope with the unemploy- 
ment this will cause amongst professional 
secretaries and their assistants ? 

Some of these associations, trade and 
professional, in the industry have annual 
revenues of as much as £60,000. The 
lowest sum which will pay for a secre- 
tary, a typist, one room and office ex- 
penses is probably £1,500 a year. What 
is the total cost of all these associations ? 
This is a point of some importance, be- 
cause this obviously very large sum must 
be added, directly or indirectly, to the 
cost of building. And if it is true that 
there would be more building work put in 
hand if costs were lower, there is a good 
case, not for ‘“‘federating” all these 
bodies, but for scrapping all or most of 
them. 

The architect would be better off if his 
mail contained less printed matter from 
these bodies and if he were invited to 
fewer of their lunches and other enter- 
tainments. After all, we look to your 
advertisement pages for announcements 
of new materials and new ideas, and 
write for more information if we want it, 
and this must surely be cheaper than 
sending the whole profession a beauti- 
fully printed brochure costing a shilling 
or so. Because few architects are rich 
enough to rent a warehouse big enough 
to store all this propaganda, it inevitably 
goes into the waste-paper basket.

To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 

Srr,—‘‘General Practitioner’s” tests for 
workers and _ professional men [The 
Builder, August 11, p. 231] will be generally 
accepted. Apparently your correspondent 
thinks that architects, engineers and sur- 
veyors should be grouped into a single 
organisation. There is much to be said 
for this for their affinities are considera- 
able. I believe that this is done in several 
of the States comprising the United States 
of America, whilst in other States they 
are separate associations. 

What I have in mind is not the fusion of 
these bodies, which are separate in Eng- 
land, but forming a federation of all the 
professions, now achieved in Italy. 

I hold this to be necessary in the in- 
terests of them all and in the public in- 
terest, but it is natural for the mind to 
think first of a federation of those bodies 
whose operations are more closely allied 
than others. Thus, there are several con- 
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nected with the land: the Chartered Sur- 
veyor’s Institution, the Auctioneers’ and 
Estate Agents’ Institute, the Land Agents’ 
Society, the Incorporated Association of 
Auctioneers’ and Landed Property Agents, 
the Rating Valuers’ Association, and other 
bodies. A federation for these seems ob- 
vious, apart from the ulterior questions of 
amalgamation and reorientation. Equally 
obvious is it that all engineering associa- 
tions should be federated, for they are all 
offshoots of the parent body—the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers. Scarcely less 
obvious is it that architects should be 
federated with either group, for all of 
them take the land or property on it, or 
both, as the fundamental basis of their 
operations. 

I am also aware of a proposal that all 
building organisations should be grouped 
into one body. I know, also, that it has 
been suggested that the professional or- 
ganisations connected with building 
should be united with sucha building asso- 
ciation, with the idea that all operations 
connected with a given product should 
co-operate. There is not that complete 
separation of professional and industrial 
functions there used to be. The R.I.B.A., 
for example, has a joint committee consist- 
ing of five members of the London Master 
Builders’ Association and four members of 
its own council for common objects. 


All medical men do not share “‘ General 
Practitioner’s ”’ view of the merits of the 
medical system. The Medical Prac- 
titioners’ Union, with about 6,000 mem- 
bers, was formed as a result of dissatisfac- 
tion with the constitution of the General 
Medical Council. The Union alleges that 
it is not representative of the profession, 
that examination standards are unequal, 
and that for various examining bodies 
one portal should’ be __ substituted. 
‘General Practitioner’’ would group all 
building and engineering activities under 
four heads: (1) architects, civil engineers 
and surveyors; (2) all mechanical and 
power processes and products; (3) Naval 
and air-ship construction; (4) quarrying 
and mining experts and processes. At 
least a fifth must be added: building con- 
struction. The classification is rather in- 
definite, but has prima facie recommenda- 
tions. It requires more elaboration for 
useful criticism. 

My own immediate aim is federation. 
The federal council should be empowered 
to create, amalgamate and reorientate in- 
stitutions according to expediency—in one 
word, to rationalise them. 

Not only has the Italian Professional 
Federation defined the architects’ func- 
tions, it is now proceeding to amalgamate 
the Syndicate of Agricultural Experts 
with the Syndicate of Geometricians 
(Land Surveyors). A draft agreement has 
been concluded for the approval of the 
Ministry of Corporations. 

The evils indicated by ‘“ Architect ” in 
your last issue would be amongst those 
suitable for federal treatment.

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CIVIC PLANNING—X 


“PLACES” 


By JAMES BURFORD, 


CURIOUSLY enough, there seems to be no 
word in the English language which 
exactly translates the French “ place.’’ 
We have the same use of the word in 
‘“‘ market-place,” but not every “ place” 
is a market. ‘‘Square” does not cover 
the full sense of the meaning. To describe 
this very important element of civic plan- 
ning we seem driven to borrow a foreign 
word. ‘“‘ Piazza” might do the trick, or 
perhaps “ plaza,”’ but the one has a high- 
sounding Venetian air, suggesting masked 
carnival and assignation, the other takes 
us ‘down Mexico way.” -For better or 
worse “place” seems to be Hobson’s 
choice, and is, I think, generally used in 
town planning vocabulary. 

The place, then, to pervert a familiar 
definition, is a civic open space partly (or 
entirely) surrounded by buildings. It 
fills a variety of roles, and to fill them 
properly it must be a natural centre 
within the structure of the civic plan. 
The junctions of important roads, by the 
fact of their junction, become distributory 
centres for traffic, and for that reason 
are proper locations for the civic open 
space or place. Important buildings, art 
galleries, museums, churches, cathedrals, 
courts of justice or what not, justify (or 
should justify) an open space or place 
from which to see them to advantage. 
That is the second function of a place, to 
provide a setting. Modern city gateways, 
railway stations, docks, long-distance bus 
stations, all points of arrival or departure, 
need space for traffic movement and for 
civic emphasis. Civic centres in the 
social sense, shopping centres, all the 
localities where the public come together 
naturally and in large numbers, require 
space for air, for circulation and, to-day, 
to meet the car-park problem. These are 
all urgent occasions for the place. I have 
previously made some suggestions about 
that car-park problem. They will be 
found to fit with what I have to say on the 
design of the civic place. 

Places in civic planning, then, are, in 
short, for use and emphasis. They are,

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the civic paragraph. I will not press 
the comparison too far, but it seems 
to illustrate the point. Places clarify, 
define, and articulate the plan. And I 
would like to add, just at this point, 
that that bugbear of French planning, the 
* étoile,”’ though it may have its uses, is 
not a place; it is a civic pyrotechnical 
display. (Turn round twice at the Arc de 
Triomphe and the chances are you go 
down the wrong street.) The design of a 
place is a much more subtle affair than 
the design of a catherine wheel, whatever 
may be said of military efficiency. 


To summarise what I have been saying, 
a place, to fulfil its function, must be a 
natural centre and have a natural purpose 
in the civic plan. So much then for the 
object and location of the place; we may 
turn to an inquiry of its planning and 
design. 


I have compared a place to a stop in 
a civic paragraph. That is just what it

Piazza for the purpose both of easing the transi-» 


tion between the general narrowness of the 
streets and the openness of the place, and to 
secure, on entry, adequate views of the most 
important objects in the scene. The Piazza 
is dominated by the Palazzo Vecchio, the statue 
of David by Michel Angelo, and by the Loggia 
di Lanzi, with the Perseus of Cellini. he 
design of the Piazza is strengthened by its partial 
division into two unequal parts. 


should be in the impression it conveys, 
a momentary halt with a suggestion of 
more to come. It is essential that the 
design of a place should afford an ade- 
quate sense of enclosure, on the general 
principle of no enclosure, no place. The 
place depends for its effective definition 
on the apt existence of the third dimen- 
sion. Two-dimensional planning cannot 
be understood or assimilated in perspec- 
tive view: It lacks the means to express 
its purpose and utility. (From the air 
it is merely occasion for disinterested 
contemplation.) One of the most famous 
places in the world, the Place de la Con- 
corde in Paris, as I explained a few weeks 
ago, is not by fact or by intention a place 
at all. By its absence of enclosure, and, 
from that, of definition, the exception 
proves the rule. It is equally essential 
that that suggestion of more to come, 
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STRASSBURG.—Mediaeval methods of relat- 
ing civic open space to an important building, 
and of relating such a building to its surround- 
ings, are clearly exemplified by the places and 
siting of Strassburg Cathedral. One place is 
planned at the west end of the Cathedral, and 
another and virtually separate place at the 
side. On the opposite side and at the east end 
the Cathedral is more closely related to the 
adjacent buildings. The approach and view- 
psints to the west end are subtle. The Rue 
Merciére, by reason of its shortness and 
narrowness, symmetrically frames the sym- 
metrical front of the Cathedral, but conceals the 
unsymmetrical development of the two west 
towers. This elimination would not obtain if 
the street were wider and longer. In a more 
distant view the dissimilar towers take their 
place naturally in the general diversity of 
the scene. 


when that is the condition, should be 
adequately expressed, 

Medizval planning, as I have said be- 
fore, perhaps obviously, cannot be taken 
in entirety, and with its outward expres- 
sion form, as a model for work at the 
present day. But perhaps no civic plan- 
ning so clearly shows the general prin- 
ciples to which good planning should con- 
form. Civic planning of the Baroque 
period, which is fundamentally the result 
of a development of the medizval out- 
look, with a dress of borrowed plumes, 
often achieves effects, simpler psycho- 
logically than those of the Middle Ages 





VERONA. —The design of the Piazze Erbe and 
Signoria maintains a definite sense of enclosure. 
In the Piazza Signoria this sense is assisted by 
the bridged openings to streets ; in the Piazza 
Erbe it is preserved by the general stopping 
of the axes of approaches. The arrangement 
of monuments and fountains in the Piazza Erbe 
and their relation both to the Piazza and to 
the axes of entering streets are worthy of 
careful attention. The constriction noticeable 
at the upper end of the plan is due to inappro- 
priate rebuilding at a date when appreciation 
of civic values had declined. 





but with a greater degree of dramatisa- 
tion. The work of both these historical 
periods is invaluable study for the pur- 
pose of finding the principles of civic 
composition, or, to bring it to the point 
at issue, those underlying the design of 
the civic place. 


A place should always advertise its 
existence from a distance. I have had 
something to say on that score when dis- 
cussing the design of vista. Although the 
element of unexpectedness may play its 
part in civic planning, it should be con- 
fined to details and not carried to the 
point of involving a whole place. The 
place, it must be remembered, is a part 
of the works of the plan. Literally or 
figuratively, it “‘ makes the wheels go 
round.” It has a function to discharge, 
and that function should be adequately 
indicated in advance. Coming events 
should cast.their shadow before. In a 
general way a place should be the end of 
spent axes and the beginning of new. In 
such case, what is good for the axis is 
good for the place. In the pacification of 
warring elements, and that is what civic 
design generally is, it is pleasant to find 
two equiremients so conveniently re; 
ciprocal. And let me repeat, at the risk 
of tedious reiteration, that the means of 
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bringing this about should be thought of 
always in its three dimensional form. 

Tact and artistry are needed for the 
realisation of the full possibilities of de- 
sign in the civic place. There are no ab- 
solute rules; every case must be decided, 
in specific detail, as circumstances show, 
but a few general principles are an invalu- 
able guide. 


A place should be neither too large nor 
too small for the purposes it serves. It 
should be neither too large nor too small 
for the buildings which enclose it or afford 
the sense of enclosure. Conversely, the 
size of the surrounding buildings should 
be proportional to the necessary size of the 
place. A small place may afford only one 
or, perhaps, two viewpoints of distinction. 
A large place may include many viewpoints 
of outstanding advantage. The width or 
depth of a place providing a setting for an 
important building should be related to 
the adjacent facade. A tall and narrow 
building should be viewed from a deep 
and narrow place. A broad elevation (and 
particularly a side elevation) is seen to 
most advantage from a broad and shallow 
place. These last two principles are well 
exemplified by the customary relation- 
ships of medieval churches and cathedrals 
to their adjacent civic open space. A study 

















ROME.—The design of the Piazza del Popolo cannot be adequately described in a short 


note. 


Very briefly put, the alignment of the church of Santa Maria del Popolo in relation 


to the main axis of the place decided the alignment of the four principal buildings flanking 
the Piazza. Immediately within the gateway, the convergence of buildings (forming akind of 


forecourt) confines the view of the observer D to the direct line of transit. 


A corre- 


sponding effect is produced, by similar means, for an observer C, at the opposite end of the 


place. 


But within the open space of the Piazza the view from E opens towards the city ; 


whilst the view from F, by reason of the divergence of buildings flanking the forecourt, 


prevents an effect of sudden restraint on approaching the gateway from the Piazza. 
from A and B tend to confine and thus to lend definition to the scene. 


Views 
Conversely the 


views from H and G tend to reduce the sense of confinement for observers immediately 

outside the Piazza and on higher ground. This last effect releases, as it were, the view of 

the slopes of the Pincio, as seen from G, and the more distant prospect of the Vatican and 

H. The disposition of the axes of the principal buildings and 
streets should be carefully studied. 


St. Peter’s, as seen from 
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CATANIA.—The principal interest, for our 
present consideration, in this civic layout at 
Catania, in its general lines typical of mediaeval 
planning, lies in the adaptation of the Renaissance 
formality of surrounding buildings to fit 
approximately to pre-existing conditions. Con- 
siderable ingenuity is shown in joining the 
un-axial approach street at the lower end of the 
plan to the axially sited quadrants which frame 
the Piazza to the western end of the church. 
The arrangements show that the use of 
mediaeval principle is independent of the 
existence of mediaeval detail. 


of almost any medieval town plan will 
show an instance to the point. It will be 
seen that planners of the Middle Ages 
provided, as a general rule, one place as 
a frame and setting related to the com- 
paratively narrow elevation of the west 
end of the building, and another, more 
or less separate, place in corresponding 
relationship to the relatively long facade 
at the side. They seem to have appreci- 
ated that in such circumstances a single 
place could not meet with full success the 
requirements of two diverse relationships. 

The desirability or otherwise of the real 
or apparent opening or closing of streets 
as they enter a place is a question which 
local circumstances alone can decide. 
Either divergence or convergence, real or 
illusory, may be required in a given 
case. Of the former I may cite the Piazza 
della Signoria at Florence, of the latter I 
instance the Piazze Erbe and Signoria at 
Verona. In each case the sense of en- 
closure is maintained. The Piazza del 
Popolo in Rome includes both methods 
in its brilliant planning. 

In laying out a place and arranging the 
viewpoints to an important building, it 
may be remembered with advantage 
(though, also, with discretion), that even 
a building of the strictest formality may 
sometimes be seen to better effect in a 
slightly oblique view. This consideration 
is particularly applicable to buildings 
where, from a normal angle, a front 
facade alone is visible. It is argued that 
the Greeks showed appreciation of the 
point in the approach to the Parthenon. 
If that was so, the instance of such de- 
liberation in the classical world is un- 
usual or unique. On the other hand (to 
choose a post-classical example) Bernini, 
in three of his many designs for the 
Piazza di San Pietro, in Rome, shows the 
central approach intentionally blocked bv 
a colonnade. The open entrances, and 
consequently the viewpoints, are slightly 
to the left and right. 

Finally, may I indicate that the design 
of the civic place offers wide scope for the 
useful and appropriate art of asymmetri- 
cal composition. -

LIVERPOOL ORPHANAGE, 


GENERAL.—The R.I.B.A.  Archi- 
tecture Bronze Medal for a building 
of exceptional merit designed in the 
area of the Liverpoo] Architectural 
Society and completed during the 
five years ending December 31, 1938, 
has been awarded to Messrs. 
Leonard Barnish, H. Spencer Sil- 
cock and Herbert Thearle, all 
Fellows of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, and members of 
the Liverpool Architectural Society. 

The jury which made the R.1.B.A. 
award was composed of the follow- 
ing: Mr. W. A. Johnson (architect 
appointed by the R.I.B.A.), Vice- 
Chancellor A. D. McNair and 
Colonel V. E. Cotton (laymen ap- 
pointed by the Council of the Liver- 
pool Architectural Society), Mr. 
W. C. Young (architect appointed by 
the Manchester Society of Archi- 
tects), and Professor W. G. Holford 
and Mr. B. M. Ward (architects 
appointed by the Council of the 
Liverpool Architectural Society). 

The building is the result of a 
competition held in 1931 for which 
Mr. A. H. Moberly, F.R.I.B.A., acted 
as assessor. We congratulate Mr. 
Moberly on the fact that his choice 
of winner of the competition has 
been confirmed by the Liverpool 
Architectural Society in the award 
of the Medal. In this connection, it 
is worth recalling that this is an 
orphanage; would that many of our 
preparatory schools were built with 
as much care and consideration. 

Si1re.—The building has an admir- 
able setting behind a magnificent 
line of trees bordering the Woolton- 
road. The position for the build- 
ing was well chosen for, with the 
minimum of exeavating, a wide 
naturally-formed terrace is left be- 
tween the wings on the main front. 
Two courts, one furnished with a 
pool, add to the attractions. One 
court shelters a pair of well-grown 
trees. 

The building houses 200 children 
and a staff of about 30. Its frontage 
is 150 yards. It cost £50,000—ap- 
proximately 1s. per cubic foot.

Construction.—The facing bricks 
are Ravenhead semi-rustic; the roof 
is covered with dun-coloured sand- 
faced tiles from Blockley. The ex- 
ternal paintwork of the windows is 
cream, harmonising with the colour 
of the mortar. 


EQuiIpMENT,.-— There is a_ full 
mechanical equipment, including a 
large steam laundry. The kitchen is 
fitted with steam, gas and electrical 
plant. Central heating is installed 
using coke fuel. Electric clocks, 
bells, fire alarms and service lift are 
fitted, and there are fully-equipped 
domestic science and handicraft 
rooms, a dispensary and internal 
telephone service.

Sire.—The building is situated on 
an open site, its frontage being in 
Mutton-lane, Potters Bar, Middle- 
sex. The building has two storeys 
and a basement. The ground floor 
serves the purpose of a Child Wel- 
fare Centre and Clinic, the first 
floor being used as a branch of the 
County Library. The basement 
consists of a heating chamber. The 
work has been carried out for the 
Middlesex County Council. 

ConsTRUCTION. — The _ external 
walls of the building are constructed 
in hollow brickwork. The facings 
are hand-made red multi-colour, 
pointed with flush joint in tinted 
mortar. The flat roof and floors are 
of reinforced concrete, finished with 
asphalt. The metal windows are 
large and admit the maximum 
amount of light and air. 

FinisHinG. — The floor covering 
throughout is of oak block with 
moulded oak skirting. The staircase 
and landings are covered with ter- 
razzo. The walls and_ ceilings 
generally are finished with ‘‘Sira- 
pite”’ plaster and light coloured 
distemper.

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THE site of this block of flats is at the corner of Cheriton- 
road and Cherry Garden-avenue. The ground, which had 
been derelict for many years, had a number of trees on it, 
several of which have been retained. 

The flats are, with the exception of four two-room flats, 
planned to have a south-easterly aspect. The accommodation 
varies from two rooms, kitchen and bathroom to five rooms, 
kitchen and bathroom. The bulk of the flats, however, have 
three or four rooms and the usual offices. A separate w.c. is 
included in all the larger flats. There are three main 
entrances and service staircases and well-lit public halls on 
each floor. The planning of the ground, first and second 


mansard is hung with hand-made sand-faced pantiles. The 
flat roof over consists of ‘‘Ruberoid’’ on boarding. Cast 
stone is used for surrounds to the three entrances and the 
copings. The windows are standard metal casements in deal 
frames, painted. Tie main staircases are of concrete cast 
in situ, and the service stairs of iron. 

All the flats and public halls have central heating. The 
lounges have coal fires excepting those in the two-room flats, 
which have built-in electric fires. Six garages have been 
built on the site. 

The architects are Messrs. Anderson, Forster, Warren and 
Wilcox, AA.R.1I.B.A., and Messrs. Higgins and Partners were 
the quantity surveyors. Messrs. H. Fairweather and Uo. were 
the general contractors. A list of sub-contractors engaged 
upon the work is given on page 293.

Wuen asked by the architect 
what actual type of house he 
had in mind before designs were 
submitted, the owner’s reply was, 
“Oh, er—sort of brick, straight 
up and square, you know.” Brief 
and uninformative as this may 
sound, it is surprising the de- 
ductions made from those nine 
words and two exclamations 
“Plain brick ”’ obviously excluded 
cement-rendering, half-timber, tile- 
hanging, distempered brick, or com- 
binations of any. ‘‘ Straight up”: 
Nothing low-pitched with dormers 
then, and no mansard. So there it 
was, brick up to the eaves and 
square on plan. Actually, interest 
was introduced by variation of brick 
tone and slight variations of sur- 
face. The strong vertical note is 
the result of the ‘“‘ straight up.” 

Aspect.—Living rooms and main 
bedrooms are on the south side. 
Kitchen. with east window for 
morning sun, front entrance, bath-

Equipment. — The _ kitchen has 
built-in china and store cupboards 
with sliding glazed doors to top 
halves and sliding cupboard doors 
under. The pantry has a wide, 
white-tiled cold shelf and quarry 
tiled floor, with fly-screened hopper 
window. Cooking is by electric 
stove. An “‘ Ideal ” boiler provides 
hot water for domestic and central 
heating systems. Radiators are of 
the ‘‘ Neo-Classic ” pattern. The 
calorifier cylinder is fixed in a large 
linen cupboard with full-sized door 
for accessibility. A lavatory basin 
is fitted to every bedroom. The 
two large bedrooms are divided by 
a battery of wardrobe cupboards, 
All cupboards taken up to ceiling 
and divided by shelf at 6 ft. 6 in. 

MatTerIALsS INTERNALLY. — Colum- 
bian pine wood block floor to hall 
and through to garden doors, also 
to dining-room and study. Oak 
flush doors throughout. Staircase 
throughout of Columbian pine 
lightly stained and polished. 

MATERIALS EXTERNALLY. — The 
bricks are multi-colour hand-made 
red facings. Roofing tiles are hand- 
made, sand-faced pantiles, dark in 
colour.

THE Crematorium is situated within the 
Garden of Remembrance in open sur- 
roundings on a site at the highest point of 
the Weymouth Cemetery. The approach 
road is entered through oak gates at the 
north end of Shirecroft-road. 

The public portions of the building con- 
sist of chapel, waiting-room with lava- 
tories adjoining, and  columbarium. 
Other accommodation consists of vestry 
with lavatories, commitment room, fur- 
nace room, meter room and fan room and 
store. 

The building externally is faced with 
brown rustic bricks with cast stone 
copings. dressings, and cills. The main 
roofs are covered with dark antique 
Roman tiles while the tower, 42 ft. high, 
forms a massive central feature. The de- 
sign generally can be termed a modern 
treatment of the Romanesque style. 

The chapel is entered through a small 
vestibule with oak entrance doors. The 
main aisles and catafalque surround are 
paved with rubber tiles made to resemble 
marble; the remainder of the floor is deal 
end-grain cube wood biock flooring. Seat- 
ing accommodation is provided for 100 


persons and a_ special desk and 
seat have been’ provided for the 
officiating minister. The seats are of 
stained and polished Columbian pine, 


and the walls to dado height are of a light 
cream colourmix rendering finished with a

moulded pine capping. The dado to the 
catafalque enclosure has been carried out 
in veneered panelling of oak and walnut, 
and the catafalque has been treated in a 
similar manner. At the appropriate time 
during the service the coffin is slowly and 
quietly moved mechanically into the com- 
mitment room through small double doors 
in the back of the panelled dado. There 
are doors from the chapel giving direct 
access to the commitment room, vestry, 
Columbarium, and waiting room. 

Behind the catafalque is the commit- 
ment chamber which contains the special 
bier for transferring the coffin from the 
catafalque to the furnace. The furnace 
room has been designed to take two fur- 
naces when necessary. The furnace now 
installed is of the latest type of gas cre- 
mation furnace. 

Waiting-room and vestry are to the 
north and south sides of the chapel respec- 
tively, and the former is provided for the 
use of mourners wishing to remain on the 
premises of the crematorium. Each room 
has a lavatory adjoining. On the north- 
east side of the chapel is the colum- 
barium, a room provided for the deposit 
of urns, where provision has been made 
for 46 urns. There is ample room for the 
extension of this installation. 

A large circular flower bed is at present 
the chief feature of the Garden of Rest. 
This bed has four radiating stone paths 





with a Portland stone sundial as the cen- 
tral feature. 

The building has been carried out under 
the supervision of Mr. R. W. Vine, the 
Borough Engineer and Surveyor, and the 
Chief Architectural Assistant, Mr. G. C. 
Wilkins, L.R.I.B.A. The Garden of Re- 
membrance was planned and laid out 
under the direction of Mr. F. S. Ashley, 
F.Inst.P.A., the Council’s Parks and Gar- 
dens Superintendent.

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STANDARD FORM OF 
BUILDING CONTRACT—VII

CLAUSE 15 (INSURANCE). 

Tuts clause replaces Clause 17 of the 1931 
Form, and, as before, is drafted in two alter- 
native forms, of which ars is to be applied 
to a new building, and (B) to an existing 
building which is to be altered or extended. 
One or other of the alternatives is to be used, 
as the came may require. Clause 17 (A) 
of the 1931 Form required the contractor to 
insure against fire—in the joint names of 
the employer and contractor, for their full 
value, plus the 8} per cent. as in the present 
clause—the works until they are delivered up. 
The new provision extends that provision to 
all work executed and materials and goods 
upon the site, including any unfixed materials 
or goods which, under Clause 11 of this con- 
tract (see article VI), have become the pro- 
perty of the employer. The contractor is 
further enjoined specifically to keep such 
work, materials and goods so insured until the 
works are delivered up, which, of course, it 
was intended under the 1931 Form he should 
do, if the insurance was to be of any value. 
As in the 1931 Form, the insurance must be 
with a company [or companies] approved by 
the architect, and the contractor is to deposit 
with him the policies and premium receipts. 
As before, also, should the contractor default 
in affecting the insurance, the employer can 
do so, and deduct the premiums paid from 
any moneys due, or which will become due to 
the contractor under the contract. 

The contractor, as in the 1931 Form, must, 
on settlement of any claim under the policies, 
proceed with due diligence to rebuild or repair 
the works and replace or repair the materials 
or goods destroyed or injured. [The words in 
italics, an addition to the 1931 Form, are 
added owing to the inclusion, by virtue of 
Clause 11, of unfixed materials and goods, the 
property of the employer, and insurable under 
(A) above. ] 

The corresponding paragraph in Clause 17 
(A) of the 1951 Form contained a provision to 
the effect that, upon settlement of any claim 
under the policies, and on the contractor pro- 
ceeding diligently to repair or rebuild the 
works destroyed, a reasonable extension of 
time for completion would be made under 
Clause 20 of that Form. This provision has, 
in the new form, been transferred to Clause 18 
(iii) (Delay and extension of time), which 
reads, ‘‘ by reason of such loss*or damage by 
fire as is referred to in Clause 15 of these 
conditions.”’ 

Sub-clause (A) also provides (as in the 1931 
Form, Clause 17 (A)) that moneys received 
under the policies (less the 84 per cent. pro- 
vided as above) are to be paid to the con- 
tractor by instalments [their value, of course, 
commensurate with the amount of repair, etc., 
work done, or materials or ds repaired or 
replaced] on certificates of ie aeiesk As 
in the 1931 Form, the contractor is not 
entitled to any payment in regard to the 
rebuilding or repair of the contract works 
[or the replacement or repair of the materials 
or goods destroyed or injured (see above)] 
other than the moneys received under the 
policies. [This provision indicates the neces- 
sity for adequate insurance, since the insurance 
is by way of a policy of indemnity and no 
profit can be made out of insurance. ] 

Sub-clause (B) replaces Sub-clause (B) of 
Clause 17 of the 1931 Form, but has been 
enlarged and amended. The 1931 Form pro- 
vided that, as regards loss or damage by fire, 
the existing works and the contract works 
[this sub-clause, be it remembered, is the one 
to be used in the case of an alteration or 
extension of an existing building], with the 
exception of plant, tools and equipment, were 
to be solely at the risk of the employer. If 
any loss or damage accrued by fire affecting 
the works, the employer was to pay the con- 
tractor the full value of work and materials 
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at the time executed and delivered, which 
were to be calculated under Clause 10 of that 
form. It was provided, also, that, as far as 
any subsequent work was required, the con- 
tract could be determined at the option of 
either party, if the arbitrator decided that 
such determination was just and equitable. 

In Sub-clause (B) of the new form, the 
employer’s risk is as before, but covering all 
unfixed materials as well; and now he is 
compelled to insure against that risk. He 
must also, when requested by the contractor, 
produce the policy and the receipt for the last 
paid premium. As in the 1931 Form, should 
loss or damage by fire occur affecting the 
works, the employer must pay the contractor 
the full value of the works and materials then 
executed and delivered as provided in Clause 
9 (Ascertainment of prices for variations—see 
article IV). As to subsequent work, altera- 
tion or-extension, either party, at his option, 
may determine the contract by written and 
registered notice from one party to the other. 
On receipt of this notice, the party so receiving 
can himself give notice under Clause 26 
(Arbitration) that a dispute or difference has 
arisen on the question whether such deter- 
mination will be just and equitable. [The 
added words deserve comment, in as much as 
while Clause 26 provides for disputes or differ- 
ences of every kind arising under the contract 
being referred to arbitration, it is implied that 
the arbitrator would, before making his 
award, decide the justice or equity of the 
dispute, etc., referred to him as a matter of 
course in the arbitration. ] 

Finally, Sub-clause (B) provides that should 
the employer fail, on being requested by the 
surveyor, to produce any receipt showing the 
policy to be effective, the contractor is 
entitled to insure the said structures and 
works (that is, the existing structures, or 
building which is being altered or extended, 
as the case may be), against the risks to be 
borne by the employer, and on the production 
of the receipts for any premiums to add their 
amount to the original contract sum. 

Ciause 16 (Date for Possession ‘and Com- 
pletion) replaces Clause 18 of the 1931 Form 
with a slight alteration. On or before the 
date for possession to be stated in the appen- 
dix, possession of the site must be given to the 
contractor, who must thereupon begin the 
contract works and regularly and diligently 
proceed with the same and complete them on 
or before the date given for completion. 
[Completion, in the 1931 Form, excepted any 
‘“‘papering or other decorative work which 
the architect instructed the contractor to 
delay.’’ These words no longer appear. | 

The requirement as to completion by the 
‘“‘ date for completion ’’ stated in the appen- 
dix is, however, subject to the provisions for 
extension of time contained in Clause 18. 

Clauses 15 and 16 of the new form are 
similar in both forms of the 1939 Form.

A LAW REPORT 


In amplification of a case reported in our 
last issue—Collins and Britton v. The Bath 
Cinema Co. (Leamington), Ltd. (Bradley and 
Clarke third party)—the action on the writ 
was down for hearing at Birmingham Assizes 
in December last ; but before being called on, 
the defendants (the Bath Cinema Co. (Leam- 
ington), Ltd.) settled with the plaintiffs 
(Collins and Britton), quantity surveyors, 
paying them £700 plus costs £90. 

The issue before the Official Receiver was 
a claim for these amounts as against Messrs. 
Bradley and Clarke, achitects, who had been 
joined by the defendants, as third party, on 
the grounds that they were indemnified by 
the third party in respect to these amounts. 
The third party counterclaimed for £1,615. 
fees, etc., and Mr. Sydney Tatchell, 
F.R.I.B.A., gave expert evidence on their 
behalf, with the result that judgment was 
given for the third party, in the defendants’ 
claim, with costs; also for the third party on 
their counterclaim for £1,498, with costs, 
together with certain interest at 44 per cent.

Norris appeared for the defendants (the 
Cinema Co.) and Mr. W. T. Creswell, K.C., 
and Mr. Norman Carr for the third party. 
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GENERAL POSITION OF

THe position of the building 


states the current issue of the Building 
Industries Survey, published by the Building 
Industries National Council, 85, Gloucester- 
place, London, W.1, activity being at the 
same level as in the previous month, whereas 
there is usually a decline owing to seasonal 
influences. 

The rate of unemployment among insured 
building operatives in Great Britain was 11.0 
per cent. in mid-July, as against 13.1 per 
cent. a year ago, and the number of unem- 
ployed was reduced by 11,500 on the year. 

This continued improvement is due entirely 
to Government-inspired activity, and largely 
to direct Government contracts which are 
not recorded in the statistics of building 
plan approvals. Normal civil activity and 
investment in building continue to decline, 
but are outweighed by the urgent short-term 
programme in connection with defence. 
Some work of a normal kind may be 
released by a clarification of the position 
relating to war risks insurance of private 
property if the decisions of the Government 
conference are favourable, but the inter- 
national political position will continue to be 
a major factor in assessing prospects. 

The position of public works contracting 
showed little change during the month, 
apart from seasonal movements of normal 
dimensions. The rate of unemployment in 
Great Britain, at 31.0 per cent. of the insured 
workers, compared with 38.1 per cent. a year 
ago, and is the lowest for the time of year 
since the depression. 

The position of the materials industries 
showed little alteration except for the opera- 
tion of the usual seasonal influences, which 
have in some cases been mitigated or en- 
hanced by the exceptional factors at work. 
It would appear essential in present circum- 
stances for particular regard to be had to 
the need for the preservation of a proper 
balance between the industrial resources 
called upon in connection with defence work. 
Maximum progress can.only be made with a 
minimum of disturbance by a balanced effort 
utilising all the available resources of the 
building industries in due proportion. Such 
an outcome would be materially assisted by 
more adequate advance information of de- 
mands likely to be made over a reasonable 
period.

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THE PROBLEM OF FUEL STORAGE 


THOUGHTS ON A 


By F. BURLACE TURPIN, M.1I.H.V.E., M.1.F. 


Coa. storage is a modern problem to 
which relatively little attention has been 
given. Modern appliances have made 
great changes in large-scale central heat- 
ing requirements. Domestically, the coal- 
cellar is no more, and storage facilities 
above ground have developed purely in 
a haphazard manner. By a strange irony 
this state of things is coincident with a 
demand for a higher standard of heat 
comfort, and conditions in whiéh an 
ample supply of hot water is regarded as 
an ordinary civilised amenity. Well- 
planned storage is essentia! if full advan- 
tage is to be taken of modern heating 
appliances and central heating systems. 


Labour-saving is an important factor in 
twentieth-century domestic economy. The 
coal store should, therefore, form an 
integral part of a building, and it should 
be placed as near as possible to the main 
heating appliance or boiler. Facilities for 
unloading the fuel should be taken into 
account, and this may influence the 
position of a boiler used in larger build- 
ings where central heating is to be 
installed. 

Dwelling-houses should have the store 
adjacent to the kitchen or scullery, and 
it should be filled through an opening in 
the external wall. The height of the open- 
ing should enable a sack to be emptied 
comfortably from the man’s shoulder. 
The higher it is from the floor of the store, 
the greater will be the storage space for 
coal. The height can often be increased 
by providing two or three permanent 
steps below the opening for the men who 
deliver the fuel. 


Maximum Coal: Minimum Space. 


The withdrawal of fuel from the store 
is as important as its delivery. A hood is 
mecessary above the access opening to 
allow the fuel to fill the shed without 
wasting space in a sloping pile. This hood 
prevents the fuel from falling out when 
the door is opened, and at the same time 
it relieves the weight on the bottom fuel, 
which makes for easy removal. 

There must also be loose boards fitted 
in a slotted frame behind the _ door. 
These can be removed to allow the fuel 
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REFUELLING. The bin 
is refuelled by means of 
a metal hopper in the 
external wail. 


OPERATION. Coal 
bucket is placed in lip 
of cill, hatch raised 
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at the back of the store to be raked for- 
ward as the level falls. 

The floor of the store should have a hard 
surface, preferably jointless, as _ shovel- 
ling the fuel is much easier if the shovel 
can be pushed along the floor under the 
fuel instead of into it. The floor may be 


sloped towards the removal hatch, but 
the shovelling area around the 
(Fig. 1.) 
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Gravity Fills the Scuttle. 

Another type of store may be described 
as the gravity feed store. In this the fuel 
gravitates through the hatch and falls 
into the scuttle placed below. This type 
of store is suitable for graded fuel up to 
about 4 in. The base of it is about 
18 in. above the floor to enable a scuttle 
to be placed below the outlet, and the 
space below is used as a cupboard for 
general storage purposes. (Fig. 2.) 


Direct to the Fireside. 


Small houses and flats present special 
problems. Independent storage bins can 
be bought provided with the retaining hood 
feature, and one of these may be “ built- 
in” in a convenient position when the 
building is being erected. Another method 
in flats is to have a store adjacent to the 
wall of the corridor in which a delivery 
hatch is provided. Sacks may then be 
emptied into the store without causing 
any dust in the flat. 

A convenient arrangement of the fuel 
store in dwelling-houses is to-have it be- 
hind the wall against which the boiler 
stands, with a hatch so that the fuel may 
be shovelled direct from the store into the 
boiler. Another good idea for dwelling- 
houses is to have a small supplementary 
fuel store filled from outside the building 
and incorporated in the “ built-in” fur- 
niture near to the fireplace. (Fig. 3.) 


Storage Needs. 


Adequate storage room is essential if 
the consumer is to take advantage of sea- 
sonal price reductions, provide some re- 
serve against the delay in delivery which 
sometimes occurs when the weather is 
very severe, and avoid the trouble of 
frequent small deliveries. 

For the working-class type of dwelling 
the store should be capable of holding a 
minimum of half a ton. It should be 
divided into two compartments with a re- 
moval partition, so that two different 
classes of fuel may be stored separately. 
Houses costing upwards of £1,000 should 
have sufficient accommodation for a 
minimum of one ton, and the store, of 
course, partitioned as with the smaller 
store. 

It will not always be known what class 
of fuel will be burned, and the space 
allowance should be for coke, since this 
has the least density. Approximately 
80 cub. ft. of space per ton should, there- 
fore, be the working basis. 


Shape, Size and Place. 


A factor to be remembered is that the 
use of the total cubic capacity of the store 
will be limited by the position of the de- 
livery hatch and the space lost through 
the angle of repose in the delivered fuel. 
Total effective space will depend on the 
shape and the size of the store. 

With larger buildings in which central 
heating and hot-water supply apparatus 
are to be installed, bigger problems arise. 
The architect or builder should col- 
laborate with the consulting engineer or 
heating contractor in the initial planning 
of the building to ensure proper facilities 
for the storage and for the easy handling 
of fuel. The position of the fuel store is 
dependent upon the position of the boiler 
house. This may have to be constructed, 
by reason of limitations upon excavation 
or the confined position of a chimney 
stack, in a part of the building which 
compels the placing of the store some dis- 
tance from the roadway. It is easy to 
overlook the importance of making pro- 
vision for fhe fuel wagon so that the fuel 
may be unloaded directly into the store.

Capacity Table. 

The space required for the accommoda- 
tion of the appropriate quantity of fue] 
will, of course, depend upon the size of 
the boiler plant. As a guide to the size 
of store the following table is provided. 
This gives the dimensions of the store 
according to the building space to be 
heated. It provides for approximately 
two weeks’ supply of fuel under average 
wiater temperature conditions. If hot- 
wa.er supply apparatus is to be installed, 
additional space for storage will be 
necessary.

Sravity Feed Problems. 

The position of the fuel store in relation 
to the boiler-house must, of course, de- 
pend upon the type of plant to be 
installed, the class of building, the 
locality in which it is erected, and the 
depth of excavation permissible or 
desirable. It is not always desirable to 
Provide fuel store accommodation at 
ground or street level even to supply 


gravity feed boilers or stoxer hoppers in- 
stalled below; the rentable value of the 
space may make it more economical to 
pay the extra cost in handling the fuel 
manually with the store at the same level 
as the boilers. Constructional reasons or 
prohibitive costs may make it impractic- 
able to provide a sub-basement to accom- 
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modate the boiler plant so that the fuel 
store can be in the basement immediately 
above. 

Although such circumstances sometimes 
restrict the possibilities of gravity feed 
and other facilities, opportunities for the 
improvement of storage conditions are 
frequently overlooked, although informa- 
tion is readily available on the subject. 
Frequently, too, those concerned in the 
planning of fuel storage fail fully to 
appreciate significant factors. 


Labour Saving. 

Considerable advantage can be gained 
in coal storage at little extra cost by exer- 
cising a little ingenuity. For example, a 
sufficient number of chutes in the right 
position can not only reduce the time 
taken in the delivery of fuel, but the work 
of trimming the fuel in the store during 
unloading can be minimised. 

It should not be necessary to-day to 
handle the fuel once it has been unloaded 
into the store, except with hand-fired 
boiler plant. The fuel must then be stored 
as near the front of the boilers as practic- 
able. 


Automatic Stokers. 

When boilers are to be fired by the 
automatic underfeed stoker there are 
alternative positions for the store:— 

1. It may be situated above the stoker 
hoppers ; 

2. It may be on the same level as the 
boilers, but adjacent and to the front or 
rear of them (Fig. 4), assuming that the 
direct coal feed method is incorporated in 
the design of the stoker or that the stoker 
is used in conjunction with a fuel elevator. 
With one boiler served by direct feed or 
fuel elevator, the store may be at either 
side of the boiler or at the front or rear; 

3. A specially constructed store of con- 
crete or sheet metal above the boilers as 
described below for magazine boilers. 


For Magazine Boilers. 
With the magazine-type boilers a number 
of alternative arrangements may be made. 
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The most satisfactory is a specially con- 
structed store of concrete or sheet metal 
on the floor above the boilers, designed 
so that fuel will gravitate with the mini- 
mum of raking through guillotined outlets 
directly over the feeding hoppers of the 
boilers. (Fig. 5.) 

This arrangement may make it neces- 
sary to provide access to the ground floor 
for the delivery of fuel. This may not be 
convenient. To overcome this objection 
it may be practicable to have the’ store 
either on a level with the top of the boilers 
and extending on two or three sides for 
several feet, or in a comparatively small 
store constructed below the boiler-house 
ceiling directly above the boiler. This 
type of store can be filled through a chute 
from outside the building. (Fig. 6.) 

If the space available in the boiler- 
house immediately above the boilers is 
insufficient for such a store, it is possible 
that the boiler-house floor can be sunk a 
few feet to make the store possible in this 
position. (Fig. 7.) 

These are only examples of proper 
arrangements for the storage of fuel used 
under different conditions. Special con- 
sideration should be given to storage in 
many buildings erected to-day if entirely 
satisfactory arrangements are to be made 
for the handling of solid fuel. 


OBITUARY 


Sir Howell J. Williams, D.L., F.1.0.B. 

Sir Howell Jones Williams passed away 
on August 13, 1939, in his 80th year. He 
was the founder and managing director of 
Howell J. Williams, Limited. 

In his early years he was educated at 
the City of London School, and was after- 
wards apprenticed and served his time in 
the joiners’ shop of W. Brass, builder, of 
Old-street. He commenced business on 
his own account as a builder in 1881. 

During his long career he was respon- 
sible for the erection of many well-known 
buildings, chiefly in the City of London, 
among the most recent of which were 
Britannic House, Moorgate; City-Gate 
House, in Finsbury Square; and the 
Chartered Insurance building in Alder- 
manbury. 

He entered the London County Council 
in 1893, representing Rotherhithe, and for 
many years represented South Islington, 
and in 1921 was Deputy Chairman of the 
Council. He was Deputy Lieutenant of 
the County of London, Justice of the 
Peace, and High Sheriff of Merionethshire 
in 1917-18. Sir Howell was knighted in 
1921. 

Throughout his career he was associated 
with every important London Welsh 
movement. He was on the Livery of the 
Worshipful Company of Carpenters, and 
a Fellow of the Institute of Builders. He 
made many benefactions to hospitals and 
for educational and social improvement 
purposes. 

Omar Ramsden. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Omar Ramsden, artist goldsmith, at the 
age of 65. Mr. Ramsden did precioys 
work for Royalty and cathedrals, City 
companies and colleges. In 1937 he made 
a mazar bowl to mark the fact that 
Britain had three kings in a twelvemonth. 
It was described as one of the world’s 
outstanding works in gold. About the 
same time he was engaged on large-scale 
ornaments and silver for Coventry, Ber- 
muda and Colombo Cathedrals. His de- 
sign for the gold and richly jewelled 
badge and chain of office worn by the 
Master of the Honourable Company of 
Master Mariners is well known. Among 


other works he made the alms dish in 
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silver-gilt presented by King George V to 
the new Episcopalian Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, New York, in 1927. 


LAW REPORT 


SEQUEL TO WCRKMAN’S 90-FT. FALL 
AT FULHAM POWER STATION. 


Court oF APPEAL. 
Before Lorps Justices MacKinnon and pu 
Parce and Mr. Justice ATKINSON. 


Harris v. Dorman Long and Co., Ltd., and 
Others. 

In this case the plaintiff, Mrs. Rebecca 
Maud Harris, of Woodside End, Alperton, 
Middlesex, appealed from the judgment of 
Lord Justice Goddard (sitting as an additional 
Judge of the King’s Bench Division) dismiss- 
ing her claim for compensation under the pro- 
vision of the Workmen’s Compensation Acts 
for the death of her husband, Mr. Owen 
Llewellyn Harris, an electric welder, 26 years 
of age, who, in January, 1937, died as the 
result of injuries he sustained through falling 
90 ft. through a loose grating at Fulham 
Power Station, then in course of construc- 
tion. The respondents to the claim were 
Messrs. James Howden and Co. (Land), Ltd., 
engineers, of Caxton House, Westminster, 
S.W., in whose employ the deceased man was 
at the time of the accident. 

Originally, Mrs. Harris had claimed damages 
under the Fatal Accidents Act against Messrs. 
Dorman Long and Co., Ltd., of Terminal 
House, Grosvenor-gardens, 8.W., the main 
steelwork contractors for the building; 
Messrs. James Howden and Co. (Land), Ltd., 
who were sub-contractors for installing certain 
washing machines and boilers at the power 
station; and Messrs, Allan Kennedy and Co., 
Ltd., of Vulcan-street, Middlesbrough, also 
sub-contractors, who had supplied, erected 
and attached the gratings at the power 
station. 

Both Messrs. Dorman Long and Co. and 
Messrs, Allan Kennedy and Co. denied negli- 
gence and liability, and Messrs. James How- 
den and Co., who.were joined as third parties, 
also denied liability. 

Lord Justice Goddard, who tried the action, 
after hearing the evidence dismissed Mrs. 
Harris’s claim, saying that unfortunately she 
had not sued the one party who might have 
been held liable—viz., the Fulham Borough 
Council, who, it appeared, were in charge of 
the floor at the time when the accident 
occurred. 

His Lordship said that if Mrs. Harris had 
established liability he would have assessed 
her damages at £2,500. 

He further added that if the action were 
then brought against the Council they could 
successfully plead the Public Authorities’ 
Protection Act, since it was not brought 
within six months of the accident. 

Subsequently, his Lordship had before him 
Mrs. Harris’s application for compensation 
under the provisions of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Acts, when he upheld the contention 
made on behalf of the employees that no 
reasonable cause had been shown why the 
claim should not have been made within the 
statutory period. He accordingly dismissed 
Mrs. Harris’s application and it was from 
this result that the present appeal was 
brought. 

Mr. C. S. Rewcastle, K.C., spoke in support 
of the appeal and Mr. F. A. Sellers, K.C., 
supported the judgment of Lord Justice 
Goddard on behalf of the respondents. 

Lord Justice MacKinnon, in giving judg- 
ment, said the only mistake (if any) was that 
Mrs. Harris did not sue the right party. But 
he took the view that there had been other 
“‘ reasonable cause’? why a Workmen’s 
Compensation Act claim was not made in 
time. In his view there ought to have been 
an assessment of compensation. 

The appeal would be allowed, and _ the 
matter sent to the Willesden County Court 
for the apportionment of the compensation 
which the Appeal Court assessed at £600. 

The other members of the Court concurred.

QUESTION. 
Preserving an Old Oak Beam. 

Sm,—I have recently visited a small 
country church in which there is a rood 
screen of no great architectural merit, con- 
sisting merely of a late Perpendicular arcade 
pinned at the top to a cross-beam. Part of 
the arcading is in a very bad state and has 
to be renewed. The beam, which seems to 
be of oak, about Yin. deep by 7in. wide, is 
riddled in parts with ‘‘worm’”’ holes, and 
in others looks as if it had been attacked by 
dry-rot which had been arrested (I do not 
suppose for a moment that this is what has 
happened, but know of no other way to de- 
scribe its condition). The beam has been 
merely roughed out with an adze or axe, ani 
its east side and top and bottom are exposed. 
It is, I should judge, about 250 years old. 
and has never carried a rood. 

In restoring the screen it is proposed to 
move it some few inches eastward and to 
retain the old beam, pinning the screen to its 
western face and casing its three other faces 
in with new wood to make it more sightly. 
It has been suggested that a preservative 
should be applied before casing in is done. 
What I would like to have an opinion upon 
is whether any form of treatment can pre- 
serve the cased-in beam, which will be there- 
after quite inaccessible. Would not # sounder 
plan be to fit a new beam which could be 
appropriately finished on its three expose 
sides without any form of casing? T. W.

Corrosion in Water Supply Tank. 
[Answer To ‘“'B. W. Y.,”? Aveust 4." 
Sim,—Although querist states that the defec- 
tive fittings in the water supply tank are “‘ all 
of solid brass,’’ this does not give the slightest 
indication regarding the quality or grade of 
the brass. Not infrequently plumber’s brass- 
work and castings are subject to various 
defects that are difficult to discover by surface 
inspection when they are new. ‘The most 
common defect results from the inclusion of 
impurities in the metal of the tank fittings. 
As is well known, brass is an alloy of copper 
and zinc in varying proportions, but smal! 
quantities of other metals are sometimes added 
for special purposes. The brasses of highe1 
copper content have higher resistance to many 
forms of corrosion than have the brasses of 
lower copper content. The latter are liable. 
under many corrosive conditions, to a form of 
dezincification. | Not only are brass fittings 
subject to corrosion-fatigue, but also to failure 
by season cracking; this also occurs more !’e- 
quently in the lower copper content brasses. I 
would, therefore, suggest that brass water 
supply tank fittings of higher copper content 
should be employed since they have higher 
resistance to many forms of corrosion than tie 


cheap grade brasses of lower copper content.

An Opaque “‘ Black-out ”? Material. 


Under the new defence legislation, it has 
been laid down that factory owners must make 
adequate preparations to ensure a complete 
black-out of all lights in an emergency. 
‘* Lyte-tite,”’” a product of Messrs. Medway 
Paper Sacks, Ltd., has been designed, we are 
informed, to meet the new need. It is claimed 
that it is a strong material through which no 
light can penetrate, and that it is of such a 
texture that it is resistant to gas and water. 
Windows and apertures can be sealed either by 
mounting the material on frames or by instal- 
ling roller blinds as a fitting. 


Moisture in Structures. 


The advent of moisture into structures 
during inclement weather constitutes an ever- 
recurrent problem facing the architect and 
builder. In an endeavour to epitomise some 
of the major points which it is necessary to 
take into consideration when designing a 
structure so as to be proof against damp 
penetration, the Clay Products Technical 
Bureau of Great Britain, 90, Ebury-street, 
S.W.1, have recently produced a Bulletin 
(No. 14). The publication is, in the main, 
condensed from a survey of weatherproof 
brickwork which appeared in the Transactions 
of the Ceramic Society last year, and it 
embodies the recommendations of the Building 
Research Station on the subject. 


Hotel, Restaurant and Catering Exhibition, 
1939. 

The 1939 Hotel, Restaurant and Catering 
Exhibition, third of this series of bien- 
nial exhibitions, will be held at Earls Court 
from November 23 to December 1.

Construction of A.R.P. Shelters. 


Many builders, we understand, are engaged 
upon the construction of ‘‘ Pill-Box ’”’ A.R.P. 
shelters to the design prepared by the Cement 
and Concrete Association. We are now in- 
formed by the Association that local authori- 
ties, with a few exceptions, have agreed to 
the following procedure for the construction 
of the shelters : After builders have submitted 
both detail and site plans for the first stan- 
dard shelter to be constructed by them, they 
are permitted to dispense with detail plans 
for subsequent shelters, which conform gene- 
rally to the standard design, and submit site 
plans only. 

It will be recalled that the ‘‘ Pill-Box ”’ 
Shelter is constructed with 12-in. reinforced 
concrete walls and a 9-in. reinforced concrete 
roof, and that there are three sizes, giving 
accommodation for 6, 12 and 24 persons 
respectively. 


Barber Institute of Fine Arts. 


In the description of the Barber Institute 
of Fine Arts, Birmingham University, illus- 
trated in The Builder, August 4, we stated 
that: “‘ The building is faced with Darleydale 
stone up to the first-floor level and above that 
im Hinley stone of a reddish-brown colour.” 
We are informed that this should have read : 
‘“‘ The building . . . and above that in Hinley 
bricks of a reddish-brown colour.’’ 


We are further informed that the masonry 
above the first-floor level is of Stancliffe, 
“The Darley Dale Stone,’’ and was supplied 
and fixed by the Stancliffe Estates Co., Lid., 
Stancliffe, Darley Dale, Derbyshire, who also 
supplied the natural stone steps and paving, 
the statue pedestal and copings and cappings 
to the forecourts. 
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CONSTRUCTION FOR 
CIVIL DEFENCE 


NEW SHOWROOM OPENED. 


Sm Joun Anperson, Lord Privy Seal, on 
Friday, August 4, performed the opening 
ceremony at an exhibition of construction 
for civil defence at the new showroom of 
the British Steelwork Association, Steel 
House, Tothill-street, S.W. 

Str Joun, in the course of his remarks, 
said : ‘‘ Those of you who have read any of 
the statements I have made on shelters will 
know that in the view of the Government the 
provision of shelters in the vulnerable areas 
is probably the most important task which 
faces us in national defence. ... The steel 
industry’s contribution in this direction is a 
very notable one, and I have already ex- 
pressed my appreciation of the organisation 
which the industry has set up to meet my 
requirements, particularly in connection with 
the steel garden shelter, on which we are 
relying, and, I hope, not in vain, to break 
the back of the shelter problem. 

“The matter does not end there. Steel 
can also be used in conjunction with concrete 
for other types of shelter, and this exhibition 
shows clearly what can be done by the use 
of steel. The opportunities you are offering 
here to see models of various types of shelter 
should go a long way towards stimulating 
interest and to convey to the public a more 
accurate view than they could get from read- 
ing or illustrations.”’ ; 

The showroom has been specially designed 
by Mr. Cameron Kirby, F.R.I.B.A. _ 

“Among models displayed in the exhibi- 
tion are the following :— 

Government Sectional Steel Shelter.—This 
model shows, in situ, the now well-known 
shelter which is being distributed in large 
quantities to householders with incomes of 
less than £250 per annum. 

Basement Shelter for Buildings of two- 
three storeys.—This model shows tubular 
steel shores supporting the ceiling, which can 
be stored until an emergency arises, leaving 
the basement free for use in normal times. — 

Structural Steelwork Basement Atr-raid 
Shelters.—The models show a frame type of 
construction for use where walls are not 
sufficiently solid to withstand the impact of 
falling débris and a wall-bearing type where 
this construction is possible. Alternative 
types of ceiling support are shown. 

“Steel Arch Shelters.—The steel arches are 
covered with bitumen-coated corrugated 
sheeting. The units are designed to accom- 
modate 50 persons. 

Other Models.—An alternative type of 
shelter using dovetail steel sheets is also 
shown, and a large model demonstrates a 
block of residential flats equipped with a 
basement air-raid shelter and showing the 
access and emergency exit. 


BATTERSEA POWER 
STATION EXTENSION 


NEW REINFORCED CONCRETE CHIMNEY. 
THE scheme for the extension of Battersea 
Power Station is gradually taking shape. The 
two famous reinforced concrete chimneys are 
now being joined by a third and eventually, 
when the scheme is complete, a fourth chimney 
will be erected. : 
The chimney now in course of construction 
is being built to cope with the additional 
boilers and generating plant which form part 
of the extension scheme. The internal 
diameter of the chimney is 28 ft. 2 in. at its 
base, and 22 ft. 1 in. at the top, whilst the 
length of the shaft is 171 ft., and the height 
to the top is 352 ft. 6 in, O.D. : 
The thickness of the shell at the base is 
10 in., tapering to 9 in. at the bottom of the 
reeds or fluting. Upwards from this point the 
shell is 6in. thick, with the reeds pro- 
jecting 3 in., and at the top of the chimney 
above the concrete band the thickness of the 
shell is 4 in. 
The chimney base is anchored to the heavy 
steel girders forming the top of the chimney 
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tower by anchor rods, 14 in, in diameter, at 
approximately 2 ft. 9 in. centres. The shell 
is reinforced with 3 in. diameter vertical bars 
at 6 in. centres at the bottom, closing in as 
the diameter is reduced. The horizontal bars 
are 3 in. in diameter, with 5 in. centres zig- 
zag, and diagonal bars 4 in. in diameter at 
6 in. centres at the base are fixed at an angle 
of 60 degrees both ways to the horizontal re- 
inforcement, 

Internally, the chimney shaft is lined with 

4 in, thick special glazed fireclay slabs with 
rebated joints. These slabs, which form the 
internal shuttering, are 2 ft. by 2 ft. The 
external shuttering is of steel ; the reeds, which 
are of uniform section throughout, are formed 
by steel channels fixed by tapered bolts, con- 
creted in as the work proceeds. The panels 
between the reeds are formed by steel. shutters 
with tapered timber sides, which are reduced 
in width at each lift to conform to the reduc- 
tion in diameter. 

The concrete used for the construction of 
the chimney base is mixed in the proportion 
of 1 cwt. Portland cement : 2 cu. ft. sand: 
4 cu. ft. 3 in. crushed shingle. For the shell 
the mix is 1 cwt. Portland cement: 14 cu. ft. 
sand: 3 cu. ft. $ in. crushed shingle. The 
fine aggregate used for the construction of the 
shell is necessary owing to the close spacing 
of the reinforcing bars.
